Government Digs Deeper 
Into Management, Labor 


Problem Of Weight 


MEMPHIS. Term. — The man 
was really watching his weight. 
Alice HoUer said he weighed him* 
self, dashed into a cafe to down 
a tall glasa of milk and then step* 
ped back on the scales. 


The President claimed constitu­ 
tional power to take the mills, a 
view now being debated in court.

Congress did nothing but criticize 
Truman while the workers stayed 
on their jobs. 
Now the strike has started. And 
now there is agitation in Congress 
to do what it shied away from in 
T-H; ban a vital strike indefinitely 
and even let a judge appoint a 
board of managers to run a threat­ 
ened industry. 
That proposal came from Rep. 
Smith, Virginia Democrat, who also 
suggested Congress get into the act 
by voting itself authority to step 
into a strike situation by asking 
for an injunction. 
Although organized labor praised 
the Wagner act and management 
damned it. and while management 
praised T-H and labor damned it, 
both acts meant less freedom for 
employers and employes and more 
government control. 
Neither act was an accident. 
They were the result of accumu­ 
lated pressures. 
And 
w h i l e organized labor 
screams for government h e l p 
against employers and the latter 
look for government help against 
employes, whenever the govern­ 
ment steps in on one side, the 
pendulum is bound to swing the 
other way sooner or later because 
of the pressures pushing it. But the 
net result is that labor and man­ 
agement wind up with government 
deeper in both their lives.

against unions, forbidding strikes. 
Organized labor fought this as an 
infringement on workers’ rights 
and a one-sided deal for employ­ 
ers. 
In 1932 Congress passed the Nor- 
ris-LaGuardia act, banning court 
injunctions against strikes. But em­ 
ployers still didn’t have to bar­ 
gain with a union. President Roose­ 
velt’s administration changed that 
in 1935 with the Wagner act which 
compelled employers to bargain. 
But the Wagner act didn t say 
unions had to bargain in good faith 
and employers now did the com­ 
plaining. They said the act was 
loaded for labor unions. The situa­ 
tion remained unchanged until 1947 
when the Republicans got control 
of Congress. They passed the Taft- 
Hartley act, with the help of a 
lot of Democrats. This, among oth­ 
er things, now compelled unions to 
bargain in good faith. 
The pendulum had swung the oth­ 
er way again. Union leaders de­ 
nounced T-H. So did President Tru­ 
man who had and still has the sup­ 
port of many labor union leaders. 
It became a political issue. The 
Democrats made repeal of T-H a 
plank in their 1948 party platform. 
They won back control of Congress 
that year and have had it since. 
But they haven’t repealed T-H. 
With the Wagner act, the govern­ 
ment got neck-deep in labor-man- 
agement relations. With T-H it 
was empowered to intervene even 
more because T-H covers so much 
more territory. 
And T-H restored some of the 
old injunctive powers of the courts, 
but with a limit. It said when a 
strike threatened the national wel­ 
fare, the President could get a 
court order stopping it for 80 days. 
If there still was no settlement 
by then, the union could strike. So 
T-H doesn’t permit an injunction 
forbidding a strike. It only delays 
a strike. Why didn’t Congress write 
into T-H injunctive power to pre­ 
vent a vital strike altogether? The 
members shied away from that 
drastic step. 
Came the present steel dispute. 
Instead of using T-H, President 
Truman tried persuasion. He got 
the steelworkers to delay their 
strike three months. By April 8, 
when there was still no agreement, 
they began to walk out. 
Again Truman by - passed T-H. 
He seized the steel industry instead 
of using the T-H injunction to de­ 
lay for another 80 days a strike 
which the workers themselves had 
delayed for three months.

Retail prices of beef roasts, eggs, 
butter and several brands of frozen 
orange 
juice 
concentrate 
wert 
trimmed a little this week in many 
food stores. 
The major salad vegetables also 
were lower - priced. Lettuce and 
tomatoes have been offered for 
some time in a wide range of 
quality and cost—but this week the 
oetter-quality price level of both 
dropped a bit as supplies increas­ 
ed. Cucumbers and celery were 
lower, too. 
Rib roasts were off as much as 
IO to 20 cents a pound in chain 
stores of a few marketing areas 
using the item as a customer lure. 
Other chains and major independ­ 
ents offered specials of legs o! 
lamb and lamb chops, small Belts­ 
ville turkeys, fresh, smoked and 
picnic hams, fowl, beef chuck and 
pot roast, and fresh fish. 
F ig s were down two to four 
cents a dozen in most places, com­ 
pared w ith this time last week. But­ 
ter was reduced about two cents 
a pound, reflecting a seasonal in­ 
crease in production. 
A price war among major brands 
of frozen orange juice concentrate 
resulted in cuts of as much as 20 
per cent in some places. 
The New 
York Fruit Auction 
Corp. reported the first box of the 
new crop of California cherries to 
reach New York arrived this week 
by air, and Florida watermelons 
are coming into big northern m ar­ 
kets by the carload, getting the 
summer fruit season under way.

The mine was opened to furnish 
fuel for the Steubenville & Indiana 
Railroad, which was started in 1852. 
The railroad later was absorbed 
by the Pennsylvania Railroad. 
For many years the mine fur­ 
nished fuel for industries in this 
area.

Bursitis 
IXXS ANGELES UP — A Swiss- 
developed drug called “phenylbut­ 
azone” has been found by Stanford 
University scientists to be an ef­ 
fective 
treatment 
for 
arthritis, 
bursitis and gout, says Dr. Ralph 
W. Schaffarzick. 
Speaking for the Stanford inves­ 
tigators, Dr. Schaffarzick said: 
The results in cases of gout 
were really dramatic. Ifs really 
a specific for gout. But it isn’t a 
permanent cure for either gout or 
arthritis. You can say, however, 
that it is a powerful temporary 
suppressor in both. The drug acts 
as an anti-inflammatory agent and 
as a pain killer. 
‘ in over 70 cases of acute gout 
and gouty arthritis, it was found to 
act dramatically to alleviate both 
signs and symptoms of the dis­ 
eases. Acute bursitis of the should­ 
er usually subsided rapidly after 
this medication.” 
He said the principal advantage 
phenylbutazone has over cortisone 
and the ACTH hormone is that it 
has few and infrequent bad effects 
on patients. And only two per cent 
of 409 persons treated 
suffered 
from any nervous aftermath.

we're hungry, 
can 
stimulate the appetite and encour­ 
age overeating at mealtime. So in 
that way cooking aromas are po­ 
tentially fattening. 


DR NORMAN JOLLIFFE of the 
New 
York City 
Department of 
Health has come out with this sug­ 
gestion for hungry homemakers 
He says to drink four ounces of 
orange or grapefruit juice half an 
hour to an hour before lunch and 
dinner. This amount of fruit juice 
contain IOO calories, but it helps 
block that appetite by taking off 
the hungry edge. 
The plan was tried for four 
weeks on 42 overweights who were 
limited to between 1.000 and 1.400 
calories of other foods daily. These 
dieters lost a grand total of 603 
pounds, an average of over 14 
apiece. It was pointed out that if 
all of them had adhered closely 
In their diets, the total loss would 
theoretically have been 786 pounds. 
So the doctor regarded the experi­ 
ment as more than 75 pier cent 
satisfactory. 
You may remember that the 
grape juice people advocated a 
similar plan a while back. They 
happened to hit upon it when they 
were experimenting to see how 
grape juice could be used as an 
appetizer, and found that instead 
of whetting the appetite, grape 
juice dulled it so completely that 
those in the experiment couldn’t 
eat their usual amount of food. 
Consequently, they lost weight.

We parents are so eager that 
our children shall do right in our 
absence, and so aware of t h e 
moral dangers facing them, that 
we tend to inquire of them what 
they did when a w a y from us. We 
not o n ly 
ask them in a casual 
way, but we press them and even 
try to corner them. In doing so 
we usually defeat our purpose 
They have the vantage ground 
in such instances. We were not 
there, and they know it. 
When we view this m atter rea­ 
sonably we can see how* strongly 
they are tempted then to report 
what looks safe to them to say— 
even tempted to lie. No matter 
how sm art detectives we might be. 
we can’t always be sure to get 
everything. And as your child or 
mine wins some success at finding 
answer of escape, he is encour­ 
aged thereby to lie still more. Thus 
we give him good practice in de­ 
ceit. In the meanwhile we lessen 
his desire to tell us voluntarily 
later of his experiences in our ab­ 
sence. We build up a wall between 
him and tis. Ever so many parents 
write me of the adolescent son or 
daughter who “never tells me any­ 
thing.” 


HIS PRACTICE in deceit may 
arise very* early in his life. When 
he is only 2 or 3 we are inclined 
to ask him, “ Did you do it?” about 
something we didn’t see him do 
but think he did. At first he will, 
innocently, 
reply 
correctly. 
But 
when he does we are prone to pun­ 
ish him. 
hoping, 
of course, 
to 
cause him to avoid repeating the 
act 
Yet our question and his answer, 
may have come at some time quite 


remote from the act about which 
we are concerned So instead of his 
connecting 
the 
punishment 
he 
gets with the wTong deed, he nat­ 
urally inclines, after several such 
experiences, to connect the punish­ 
ment with his admission that he 
did the act. Therefore he grows 
practical—he lies; and as you can 
easily see. he soon gets consider­ 
able pracitee in the art of deceiv­ 
ing. This I discuss quite at length 
in 
my 
bulletin. 
“Honesty 
and

height when your son or daughter 
begins going out at night. On his 
or her return home you tend to 
ask all sorts of prying questions— 
to hold a kind of inquisition.

information,

would lose far more in the long 
run Your future influence on that 
child would wane. 
So live 
with and 
guide your 
child 2. 9 or 15, while in his pres­ 
ence. that he will be best prepar­ 
ed to want to do right in your 
absence.
